imminent capture of the city. 


It was also stated that Chih- 


feng was a scene of confusion as 
the Japanese troops commanded 
by General Mogi approached to 
launch an assault on the town. 
General Chang WenHui,. com- 
mander of the first cavalry brig- 
ade there, was reported to have 
deserted the Chinese colors and 
joined the Manchukuon forces. 


A severe engagement at Hsing- 


chiang was reported. Japanese 
troops supported by ten armored 
cars /demolished the town and 
killed several hundred Chinese, 
routing ?, force cf 10,000.
